There is so far no sign of the St. Paul, due 
m St. Michael. She is now a week overdue, but has probably had to 
lit for river steamers.

Spanish laid down their arms be- 
tween the lines of the Spanish and 
American forces at 9 o'clock yes- 
terday morning- Gen. Shatter and 
the American division and brigade 
commanders and their staffs were 
escorted by a troop of cavalry and 
Gen. Toral and his staff by 
picked men. Trumpeters on both 
ides saluted with flourishes. 

Gen. Shatter returned to Gen. 
Toral the latter's sword, after it 
had been handed to the American 
officer. 

Our troops, lined up at the 
trenches, were eye witnesses of the 
ceremony. Gen. Shafter and his 
escort, accompanied by Gen. Toral, 
rode through the city, taking form- 
al possession. 

The city had been sacked before 
they arrived by the Spaniards. At 
the palace elaborate ceremonies 
took place. Exactly at noon the 
American flag was raised over the 
palace and saluted by Capt. Cap- 
ron's battery. At the same time 
all the regimental bands in our 
line played "The Star Spangled 
Banner," after which President 
McKinley's congratulatory tele- 
gram was read to each regiment. 

The thirteenth and ninth regi- 
ments of infantry will remain in the 
city to enforce order and exercise 
municipal authority. The Spanish 
forces are to encamp outside of our 
lines. 

The formal sanction by the 
Madrid government of the terms of 
capulation Saturday unraveled the 
tangled skein of demands and coun- 
ter demands between the opposing 
commanders, which threatened to 
end the negotiations and compel a 
return to arms. The agreement 

insists of nine articles. 

The first declares that all hos- 
tilities shall cease, pending the 
agreement of final capulation. 

Second— That the capitulation in- 
cludes all the Spanish forces and 
the surrender of all war materia, 
within the prescribed limits. 

Third— The transportation ol the 
troops to Spain at the earliest pos- 

ble moment, each force to be em- 
barked at the nearest port. 

Fourth— That the Spanish ofiicers 
shall retain their side arms, and 
the enlisted men their personal 
property. 

Fifth— That after the final capit- 
ulation the commanding officers 
shall furnish a complete Inventory 
of all arms and munitions of war, 
and a roster of all the soldiers in 
the district. 

Seventh— That the Spanish gen- 
eral shall be permitted to take the 
military archives and records with 
him, 

Eighth— That all guerillas and 
rregulars shall be permitted to re- 
main in Cuba if they so elect giving 
parole that they will not again 
take up arms against the United 
States unless properly released. 

Ninth— That the Spanish forces 
shall be permitted to march out

none was an officer. Of the wound- 
ed only sixty-eight have died.
